1 . In view of the miscellaneous letter from applicants filed June 30, the issues with 
non-compliance have been resolved. The examiner acknowledges the receipt of the 
IDS filed September 14, 2010. 

2. In view of the amendment filed November 9, 2009, claims 1 -12 are pending. 

3. In view of the amendment filed November 9, 2009, the affidavits filed June 7, 
201 0, and the examiner's amendment herein, the rejection of claims 1,2,4,9 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meguro etal. (US 6,327,136), is withdrawn. The 
rejection of claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over Meguro et al. (US 6,327,1 36), is withdrawn. The 
rejection of claims 8, 9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kashio et al. (US 5,776,637), is withdrawn. The 
rejection of claims 10,11,12 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Meguro et al. (US 6,327,1 36) in view of Takamura et al. (US 6,299,773), is withdrawn. 
The rejection of claims 10,11,12 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kashio et al. (US 5,776,637) in view of Takamura et al. (US 6,299,773), is withdrawn. 
Further, the rejection of claims 3, 6, 7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Meguro et al. (US 6,327,136) in view of Mulleret al. (US 5,066,401), is withdrawn.

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Meguro et al. (US 6,327,136) and Kashio et al. (US 5,776,637) to 
render the present invention anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. In 
view of the evidences filed June 7, 2010, there is inadequate reason to support that the 
vinylidene fluoride membranes disclosed in the prior art can inherently possess the 
tensile strength of at least 5 MPa being claimed. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, and to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled
